Working Wives Labeled as Must' 


WASHINGTON (A P) — lf all 
the nation's working wives quit 
their jobs, the economy would col­ 
lapse. 
The National .Manpower Council 
says this and adds that without 
this womanpower "w e would not 
he able to perform the essential 
services needed.” 
The council's forecast 
is that 
more and more m arried women 
workers—-they now num ber about 
13 million—will be called into the 
labor force. 
The council, established by the 
Ford Foundation, has Just pub­ 
lished a 22b page book "W ork in

the U ves of M arried Women.” It 
is based on a womanpower confer­ 
ence of more than SO experts held 
last year. 
The experts said so far there 
is no indication of any relation be­ 
tween em ploym ent of m others and 
Juvenile delinquency or m aladjust 
ment of children. They also said 
the fact that a wife works can't 
be blam ed for the breakup of a 
m arriage.

They are worried, however, that 
society will take advantage of the 
benefit in women's work but "not 
be sufficiently sensitive to the ac­ 
company problem s of child care 
and developm ent.” 
The council said It Is evident 


"the ways and m eans af caring 
for the children of working moth­ 
ers are inadequate” especially in 
lower income fam ilies. It said fur­ 
ther that public interest in rem ­ 
edying the situation is slight. 
The experts felt women with 
children under 6 couldn't really 
expect to hold down a full tim e 
Job and give proper care to their 
children. 
They suggested some m aternal 
support program might be need 
ed to help the young mother who 
otherwise might have to go to 
work to keep the wolf from the 
door.

China or ousting Nationalist Chi­ 
na. Two nations abstained, Greece 
and Mexico. 
The vote in the 21 -nation com ­ 
m ittee cam e after heated debate 
in which U. S. A m bassador Henry 
Cabot I.edge charged the Soviet 
Union with villifying the United 
States, 
He was replying to accusations 
by Soviet Deputy Foreign Minis­ 
ter V alerian Zorin that the United 
States supported Nationalist Chi­ 
na with "bayonets and handouts," 
and bears chief responsibility for 
the crisis in the Formosa Strait 
over the islands of Quemoy and 
Matsu. 
In a biting attack Zorin accused 
the U. S. of cowardice in asking 
that the 81-nation 
assem bly by­ 
pass the Chinese 
representation 
issue as it has done in past years. 
"The United States is afraid of 
the actual substance of the ques­ 
tion.” Zorin declared. 
He said Communist China is " a 
great power with ail means of de­ 
fending itself, and also has reli­ 
able friends throughout the world 
who will assist it in repelling ag­ 
gression.” 
Lodge told the com m ittee "th is 
year, of all years, is not the tim e” 
to 
consider 
ousting 
N ationalist 
China 
and 
seating the Chinese 
Communists. He made no d irect 
reference to the Chinese Com m u­ 
nist 
attacks 
on 
Form osa, 
but 
spoke only of "recent develop­ 
m ents” in the F ar East. 
Nationalist China’s T. F. T ilin g 
blasted the Peiping regim e as R 
product of Soviet indirect aggres­ 
sion and subversion, and declared 
it does not represent the Chinese 
people. He also asserted it had 
been branded by the U N. as s r 
aggressor. 
Pressure for an early Steering 
Com m ittee vote cam e from the 
United States and India after As­ 
sembly President Charles M alik 
had postponed the question twice 
in as m any days. 
The United States, angered over 
the repeated delays, was confident 
the U.N. would follow past pro­ 
cedure and vote to shelve the is­ 
sue for another year. 
U.S. Ambassador Henry Cabot 
Lodge was described as shocked 
by

postponements.

spokesman said: "W e w ant a vote 
and we want it now.” 
The spokesman said the U nited 
States did not want to duck de­ 
bate in the full Assembly by let­ 
ting the question get bottled up 
in the Steering Com m ittee. 
India’s Delegate A rthur S. Lait 
also said he did not intend to be 
talked out of pressing his request 
to give the Peiping governm ent a 
seat in the U N. "W e, are going 
ahead,” he said. 
For several years neutralist In­ 
dia has supported

the Soviet press and radio has 
been laying the groundwork for

Inform ed sources said the move 
to dissuade the United States and

TI • history of Soviet leadership since 
Stalin*a death in 1953 runt forgotten to the 
half-fos gotten rhyme There were IO little 
communists on the Presidium as reorgan­ 
ised shortly after Stalin died. 
They were Malenkov, Bena, 
Molotov, 
Voroshilov, Khrushchev, Bulganin, Kagan­ 
ovich, Mikoyan. Saburov, and Pervukhin. 
This is the order in which the names 
were listed in the official announcement. 
It is safe to say that the order was a m a t­ 
ter of protocol, roughly representing the 
relative hierarchical ranking of the IO at 
the moment, 
Secret Police Chief Bena was charged 
with attempting a coup d’etat; his secret 
execution was announced. And then there 
were nine 
Malenkov was forced to resign as pre­ 
mier and Bulganin replaced him in that 
post. Later, Malenkov, Molotov, Kagano­ 
vich were disgraced and kicked down- 
stasrs to managerial posts in the Siberian 
hinterland. When they left the Presidium, 
why then there were six. 
Pervukm was demoted, becoming am ­ 
bassador to East Germany. 
And 
then 
there were five Saburov hit the skids, and 
then there were four. Once Russia's top 
planner, he s now a minor bureaucrat. 
Bulganin, after writing avuncular let­ 
ters to the heads of state of numerous 


countries, telling them just how they ought 
to do their jobs, turned out to be in need 
of similar advice himself. Replaced by 
Khrushchev as premier, he was dropped 
from the Presidium just the other day. And 
then there were three. 
That's the present status. Khrushchev. 
No. 5 on the original list, is now No. I and 
a solid favorite to hold that position indef­ 
initely. Voroshilov, the original No. 4 is 
too old for Khrushchev to worry about. 
Soon he ll die. and then there will be two. 
Mikoyan. No. 8. is young, ambitious, and 
able, but he’s an Armenian and for that 
reason does not figure to be able to pose 
a threat to Khrushchev. If Khrushchev 
ever fears that he poses such 
a threat, 
there'll be an announcement of another 
change in the Presidium. And then there 
will be one—Khrushchev, the only survivor 
of the original IO. 
And that, barring unexpected develop­ 
ments, is as far as it is possible to carry 
the Soviet counterpart of the n u r s e r y 
rhyme. Khrushchev has already disposed 
of all the members of the original IO who 
seemed strong enough to have a chance to 
challenge him, and of Marshal Zhukov for 
good measure. He has replaced them with 
' ‘safe’* men. 
It may be a long time before it will be 
possible to write: “And then there were 
none.**

Formosa is only 120 miles from 
the coast of Red China. In their 
unending war, the two regimes 
continually slip agents into each 
ether s territory. 
When the Nationalists catch a 
Communist, or even a feliow-trav- 
tier. they put him in this school, 
He stays at least three years. 
Then if the instructors art con­ 
vinced he has changed, they re­ 
lease him. 
“ But isn t this plain brain Wash­ 


ita! that he belongs to a family, 
and is loved, as in any family.” 
Mora than half the day is de­ 
voted to political instruction 
“ But we encourage them to ar­ 
gue freely about Communist doc­ 
trine. We counter every point with 
the teachings of Dr. Sun." Sun 
Yat sen, the revolutionist, wrote 
the “Three principles of the Peo­ 
ple." advocating democracy. 
"We sometimes answer their ar­ 
guments with the sayings of Wash­ 
ington and Lincoln * 
Each man gets vocational train­ 
ing—carpentry.
